INTRODUCTION 


am  calling  this  a  genealogy  of  the  GLENN  family  of  Am- 
herst Island.  It  is  an  attempt  to  write  down  information 
collected  from  various  sources  concerning  the  Glenn's  of 
Amherst  Island. 

There  are  many  gaps  in  the  records  and,  I  expect,  many  mistakes 
in  the  information,  but  I  leave  it  to  those  who  read  to  fill  in  the 
gaps,  correct  the  mistakes,  and  add  to  the  information  as  time  goes  by. 

I  mention  here  a  few  of  the  many  who  have  helped  me  compile  the 
information.  These  include  the  late  Miss  Nessie  Grogan,  Ireland,  Harry 
Glenn,  Montreal,  Mrs.  Nanetta  Glenn,  Amherst  Island,  the  late  Viola 
Glenn.  Hawaii,  and  my  own  family  and  friends.  To  them  all  I  extend 
many  thanks. 

Viola  did  much  research  on  this  project  and  sent  me  some  of  her 
data,  including  the  item  which  connects  the  Glenn  family  to  Robert  the 
Bruce.  This  piece  of  history  is  in  the  New  York  City  Public  Library, 
and  was  written  by  one  of  the  Richmond,  Virginia  Glenns  who  were 
rather  social,  with  judges,  lawyers  and  politicians  in  the  family. 

Viola  also  mentioned  meeting  Glenns  from  Pennsylvania,  New 
York  State,  New  York  City,  and  several  Southern  states.  A  good  looking 
negro  actor  from  South  Carolina  had  the  surname  Glenn.  In  Hawaii, 
in  1960.  five  Glenns  were  listed  in  the  phone  book.  One  was  Glenn's 
Color  Service  (Camera),  and  another  was  Mary  Anne  Glenn,  a  fortune 
teller  who  gave  psycho  readings  and  was  married  to  a  Sergeant  Glenn. 
Another  was  listed  as  Utah  C.  Glenn. 

We  also  are  interested  in  Captain  John  Glenn,  America's  first 
astronaut  to  orbit  the  earth  in  a  space  ship,  and  who  lately  has  appeared 
on  TV  programs.  Here  in  Ontario  there  is  a  Glenn  who  is  Principal  of 
Knox  College,  Toronto,  another  is  Principal  of  a  High  School  in  Ottawa, 
and  there  are  some  near  Tamworth,  some  near  Westport  and  some 
near  Smith's  Falls.  I  have  often  been  asked  about  my  relationship  to 
one  or  other  of  them  but  the  cormection  must  be  too  far  back  to  trace. 

With  these  few  words  of  introduction  I  hope  that  you,  the  reader, 
may  find  some  interesting  facts.  I  have  found  many.

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PART  I 

The  Glens  are  an  ancient  family  of  Norman  extraction  descending 
from  the  Norman  house  of  I'Estrange.  The  first  of  the  house  of  I'Estrange 
is  said  to  be  Guy,  the  younger  son  of  the  Duke  of  Brettaign.  It  was  from 
Shropshire,  England,  near  Shrewsbury,  where  they  bore  the  name  of 
Nase  or  de  Ness  from  Ness  or  Ness  Strange  in  Shrewsbury,  that  the  orig- 
inators of  the  Glens  migrated  to  Scotland. 

This  de  Ness  assumed  the  name  of  de  la  Glen  which  was  later  short- 
ened to  de  Glen,  then  Glen,  from  the  lordship  of  Glen  in  Renfrewshire. 

Robert  de  Glen  married  Margaret,  youngest  daughter  of  Robert  the 
Bruce.  Hence  all  the  Glens  of  Bar,  Renfrewshire,  are  of  Royal  Lineage. 
Biographers  differ  as  to  whether  or  not  Margaret  was  the  legitimate 
daughter  of  the  Bruce.  However,  Robert  de  le  Glen  was  one  of  those  who 
carried  the  heart  of  Bruce  to  the  Holy  Land.  The  Glens  of  Bar  possessed 
the  sword  of  Bruce  which  was  carried  to  Ireland  in  1606  by  a  descendant. 
Princess  Margaret  remarried  William,  5th  Earl  of  Sutherland. 

The  children  of  Robert  and  Margaret  Glen  were  William,  Robert 
and  John. 


William  inherited,  then  his  son,  Paul. 
Robert  entered  Holy  Orders. 
John  succeeded  William's  son,  Paul. 
John's  son,  William,  inherited. 
His  issue  were  Robert,  John,  William  and  James. 
James,  the  heir,  was  killed  at  Acrum. 
His  son,  James,  inherited. 

His  issue  were  James,  William,  Alexander,  Archibald,  David 
and  Mary. 

James  was  killed  at  Kirkafield.  Then  William  and  Archibald  suc- 
ceeded, in  turn,  to  the  estate. 

Archibald's  sons  were  Thomas,  who  died  in  Glasgow  in  1635,  and 
David,  who  was  of  Glenlora,  adjoining  Bar. 

Bar  Castle,  over  the  entrance  of  which  is  carried,  "For  God  and 
for  my  Queen",  went  to  the  Hamiltons  in  1629. 

In  1606,  James  Hamilton  and  Hugh  Montgomery,  having  secured 
grants  of  land  in  Ulster,  Ireland,  set  out  to  colonize  same.  Among  those 
accompanying  them  were  the  Rev.  Patrick  Hamilton  of  Dunlap  near 
Bar,  husband  of  Elizabeth  Glen,  daughter  of  David  of  Glenlora,  and 
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Thomas  Boyd  of  Picton,  husband  of  Isabel  Glen,  daughter  of  William  of 
Bar;  also  James  and  John  Glen,  younger  sons  of  David  of  Glenlora. 

These  brothers  were  the  ancestors  of  most  of  those  bearing  this 
surname  in  Ireland.  On  migrating  to  America  the  majority  of  them  added 
another  "n"  to  their  name. 

James  and  John  Glen  leased  land  from  the  Rev.  Patrick  Hamilton 
at  East  Holyrood  in  Barony  of  Castlereagh,  County  Down,  Ireland.  James 
was  living  on  this  land  November  15,  1618. 

John  moved  with  his  family  from  Down  to  Lifford,  County  Donegal. 
Robert,  who  was  sheriff  and  mayor  of  Waterford,  died  in  1767,  and 
was  likely  a  descendant  of  James. 

But  William  Glen  of  Machreymonoch,  Ballywillen,  County  Down, 
died  in  1730,  leaving  heirs. 

No  further  data  so  far  has  been  obtained  about  these  early  families. 
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PART  II 

The  Glenn  family  of  Amherst  Island  descended  from  the  family  of 
Robert  Glenn  of  County  Down,  Ireland. 

Robert  Glenn  married  Nessie  Johnston  (or  Johnson)  and  he  had  4 
sons  and  1  daughter  by  his  first  wife. 

I.Alexander,  the  oldest,  remained  in  Northern  Ireland,  but  some 
of  his  family  came  to  Canada. 

II.  Hugh,  born  1796,  died  1891,  came  to  Canada.  His  date  of  emi- 
gration is  uncertain.  He  was  married  in  Canada  to  Eliza  Scott,  born 
1801,  by  Rev.  John  Ham,  on  Nov.  2,  1837.  Witnesses  were  John  Scott 
and  Samuel  Glenn.  He  went  to  Kansas,  U.S.A.  in  1871.  His  wife  died 
one  year  later.  It  is  said  that  he  often  visited  the  Island. 

III.  Samuel,  born  1810,  died  1888,  emigrated  to  Amherst  Island, 
Canada,  in  1827.  He  married  Rose  Ann  Farley,  Ernesttown,  born  1810, 
in  County  Longford,  Ireland.  She  died  1889.  They  settled  on  Amherst 
Island  on  Con.  3.  The  census  of  1851  in  the  Archives,  Ottawa,  says  Con. 
2,  lot  49,  100  acres.  He  was  a  veteran  of  the  Rebellion  of  1837,  being 
listed  in  the  paymaster's  book  kept  by  Robert  Burleigh.  Both  are  buried 
in  Glenwood  Cemetery,  Amherst  Island. 

IV.  William,  the  youngest,  went  to  Scotland  and  there  is  no  fur- 
ther record  of  him. 

V.  Mary,  the  daughter,  married  a  Major  Hamilton,  and  they  had 
no  family. 

Another  story  mentions  Robert,  an  ocean  sailor,  unmarried,  who 
often  visited  a  brother  on  Amherst  Island. 

Note  :  Most  of  this  information  was  sent  by  Miss  Nessie  Grogan,  Belfast,  Northern 
Ireland. 
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PART  III

I  ascamo  that,   an  there  is  no  fui'thor  record  of  John  iH-on,  it  is  very 
possible  thefc  he  and  lils  fai.iily  msy  have  gone  u<?gt  '.r'th  hi?  dayj^.ter  ^>n  and 
her  liusband.  i'^urtlx^r  se-Trch  in  the  i-nivj-anosh  area  rtri.ght  reveal   something.  It   Is 
very  stranfre  that  the  Qlcnn  Gonealog}/  matces  no  raenti^n  of  John.  I  unist  assmae 
that  John  left  the  Island  so  e-irly  that  maty  people  h-d  forgotten  him.
